=P His one would think ſhold be perfe@tly known of us,fince 
it js our natural habitation wherein God hath placed us ; 
bur yer ſuch is our ignorance'hereof, that not only among the 
common ſort , but there hath been much to do among the 
Learned, to prove that this great Body of the Earth and!/Wa- 
ter is exatly round like a Globe. And it hath been counted 
a very Fable, that there ſhould be any Antipodes or le 
dwelling in any part of the Earth digeQly under us, ſuppoſing 
ſuch would be ready to drop down from the Earth into the 
Heavens. 'But that the Earth is round, it may appear by the 
round ſhadow of the Earth upon the Moon, when ſhe 15 e« 
clipſed ; and likewiſe by the difference of time , wherein e- 
clipſes are ſeen in ſeveral places, . Bnt-che moſt convincing 
Argument to prove both the roundneſs and the habitablereſs 
of all parts of the Exrth, whether we account them above, - or 
under, is the daily experience of our Scamen, who have and 
do daily ſail about it, ſpecially from che Faſt ro the Wet. 
And though the Earth cannot be ſurrounded by the North and 
South Poles, in regard of the cold and jcez, yer by the 3 
ment which js found berween the diſtance and the latitude of 
places lying North and South, ir is evident that the Earth is 
neither flat, nor ſquare, nor oval (as ſome. have imagined) but 
perſeRly round. 

The ſecond thing worthy conſideration-herein, is the cum 
pals of the Earth: And herein there -is ; much difference be< 
ween Ancient and Modern Writers, which ariſeth partly from 
the difference of . theis meaſures , unknewn to each _ 
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;The beſt account hereof 1 ſuppoſe is given by Mr. Norwogd, 
Sho for this purpoſe 4nmo 1635. menſured the diſtance. be. 
rween Torþ and Lordor , and fo ex:Rly raking the latitudes 
of thoſe rwo places, found that one depree in the compals of 
the Earth uid contain 367290 of our Engliſh feer ; fa that 
the whole compaſs of the Earth being 360 deprees, will bt 
132192000 feet, which reduced into mi:es, according to the 
Seatute, each mile containing 5280 feer, it yields 25036 miles 
'By this you may ſee this Globe of Earth and Water , though 
it ſeem ſo great to ſome thar it eannor be meaſured, or inconi- 
paſſed', yet is bur a Imzll thing, confidered by the Rules of 
Ar: ; info:nuch that z Ship ſailing one hundred miles every 
day (which it may welldo) ic $0 Loroid this Globe in 350 
days z Which js tes than three quarters of a year. 
- Thirdly, Ir may be enquired , whether the Earth be the 
center of the Univerſe or nor ; and whetier it ſtands ftill, or 
hath any motion ? Wn] ; 


For anſwer hereunto , T ſay, ic hath. been the moſt recei- 


ved, and in - judgment the beſt pruunded opinion , That 
this Giobe of Earth is the center of. the Univerſe , bein 
without any motion, and thar the Sun, Mcon and Sars are 
moved round abour jt: Yer it was the opinion of Pythagoras 
and Arift arcbus (very ancient Philoſophers) thar the San is the 
ceriter of the Univerſe , and thatthis Globe of the Earth is 
turned round abour the Sun, together with the Moon, and the 
xeſt of the Stars and Planets.” This Theory: was left off by 
Prolomy, whom moſt af our following Affronomers have fol- 
lowed until Capernicas, who revived the foreſatd Hypocheſis, 
and fince that he hath had many followers. And though this 
may ſeentto be a very tringe concept, yer they bring very 
probable Arguments (in point of Art): to confirm it. In 
anſwer to wich ,. I ſhall propound theſe fix confiderati- 
ons. © 
- Firſt, Thar this opinion js at the beſt. fortified but with 
(_ Arguments ; whereas for the ſtanding till of che 
arth we have daily a ſenſible, if not a real experience. And 
though our ſenſes may be deceived herein z yer it will be hard 
to prove that they are deceived. 
Secondly, 
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Secondly , Though this Theory, in ſome reſpe&s , doth 
yield much rarmony in the places and -mortons of the ſeven 
Planets, giving a good account of their dire and retrograde” 
motions, without any epicicles ; yer it fails much inthe tixed” 
Stars; ſuppoſing chem to be fo far diſtant from the center of 
the Univerſe, as is beyond all probability. For it is certain by ' 
the moſt accurate obſervations of Tychs Brabe , 3nd his'Suere(-" 
for Longomontauss, that there 1s no: th&-leaſt obſerveable diffe=" 
rence in_the latitude of places obſerved by the fixed Stars ,' at 
any one time of the year more than other 3 no. nor ro! the” 
quantiey of half a minute. And therefore if this Theory be” 
allowed, it mult be granted, that there 1s ſach'a diſtance. 'be- 
tween the fixed Stars, .and the center of the World, thar nor 
only the Globe of the Earth, brit that vaſt diſtance ef the 
Sun from che Earth (which is the ſemidinmerer of the Surs 
Annual motion) muſt in reſpeR thergof be bur a little point, 
not cauſing half'a- minutes -par?}13i or difference of: appea- 
rance.s Now if ſuch a diſtance be allowed: as is requiſite for” 
this purpoſe ,. obſerve how it will exceed all proportion. ' For” 
whereas Saturn, the fartheſt of the Planets, by rhe conſent/of 
all Aſtronomers, is diſtant from the Earth bur abour'1'2008 ' 
ſemidiameters of the Earth, the faxed Stars xccording to this 
account muſt be giftant- 7904818 ſemidiameters. So that the” 


Plice between Satzrnand the Stars is 7392 818. ſemidiamerersy* 


which is 658 times more than Saturs is diſtant from! the con» 
ter, Thus you ſee there is no propartisn between thix'vaſt di-
